Big  Red  Routs  Ryan  to  Avenge  Clinic  Bowl  Loss

The  MBA  Big  Red  football 
team  kicked  off  the  1998  Home- 
coming weekend  with  one  of  the 
biggest  victories  in  recent  school 
history.  After  a week  of  intense 
preparation  and  an  animated  pep 
rally  earlier  in  the  day,  the  Big 
Red  took  advantage  of  the  “re- 
venge factor”  and  handily  de- 
feated a scrappy  Father  Ryan 
team,  16-7, 

Father  Ryan,  who  edged 
MBA  in  last  year’s  Clinic  Bowl, 
13-10,  scored  its  only  points  of 
the  night  off  an  early  MBA  mis- 
cue  in  which  the  ball  sailed  over 
punter  Ingle  Martin’s  head. 

After  this  mistake,  though, 
the  Big  Red  football  team  turned 
in  a dominating  performance, 
holding  the  Fighting  Irish  to  only 
nineteen  total  yards  of  offense. 
The  Big  Red  defense,  led  by 
senior  Hunter  Hillenmeyer  and

The  MBA  Service

The  Big  Red  scoring 
highlights  started  late  in  the  first 
half  when  senior  quarterback  John 
Thompson  found  senior  wide 
receiver  Jay  Davis  in  the  back  of 
the  end  zone  for  a touchdown. 
This  key  play  swung  the  momen- 
tum in  favor  of  MBA  as  the  first 
half  ended. 

Homecoming  festivities 
were  capped  by  a lengthy  display 
of  colorful  explosions  during  the 
intermission,  thanks  to  the 
Father’s  Club. 

MBA  picked  up  in  the 
second  half  right  where  it  left  off 
as  junior  running  back  Jonas 
Rodriguez  put  the  Big  Red  in  the 
lead  for  good  with  a short  touch- 
down run.  Late  in  the  game.  Jay 
Davis  sealed  the  victory  by  split- 
ting the  up-rights  with  an  impres- 


sive forty-seven  yard  field  goal. 

This  important  victory 
moved  the  Big  Red  one  step 
closer  to  the  State  Championship, 
and  the  game  should  not  be 
overshadowed  by  the  events 
which  followed  it.  In  one  incident, 
a number  of  students  from  the 
opposing  school  lost  their  ratio- 
nality and  inexcusably  ganged  up 
on  a member  of  MBA’s  junior 
school.  Whether  provoked  or  not, 
these  students  from  Father  Ryan 
must  bear  the  responsibility  for 
their  actions.  Nonetheless,  the 
MBA  student  body  rose  above  the 
occasion  and  did  not  lower  itself 
to  such  cowardly  and  immature 
levels. 

The  following  Friday,  the 
MBA  football  team  rolled  into 
Memphis  to  face  Division  II 
opponent  Christian  Brothers. 
Avoiding  a let-down  after  the 


previous  week’s  emotional  win, 
MBA  improved  its  record  to 
seven  wins  and  two  losses. 
Sophomore  sensation  Ingle 
Martin  scored  two  touchdowns 
and  David  Mclhtosh  added 
another  in  a game  highlighted  by 
turnovers.  The  team’s  return  to 
Nashville  was  delayed  several 
hours  as  one  of  the  team  buses 
broke  down  along  the  way. 

The  Big  Red  football  team 
has  a week  off  to  nurse  nagging 
injuries  and  to  prepare  for  its  next 
game,  October  30  versus 
McCallie,  Seniors  David  Farrell 
and  Cole  Barfield  sat  out  several 
games,  and  David  McIntosh  has 
played  much  of  the  season  with  a 
shoulder  injury.  No  doubt,  this  off 
week  could  not  come  at  a better 
time. 

The  upcoming  game  against 
McCallie  will  now  be  the  biggest 
game  of  the  year,  as  home  field 
advantage  for  the  playoffs  may  be 
on  the  line.  As  the  season  nears  its 
end  and  the  playoff  picture  un- 
folds, the  Big  Red  football  team 
will  need  the  support  of  the  entire 
MBA  community  in  its  quest  for 
the  State  Championship.

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Reflections  Upon  Trip  to  Merry  OV  England

I first  arrived  at  Winchester 
College  in  Winchester,  England, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  summer 
having  left  my  classes  at  MBA 
only  the  previous  day.  In  my  new 
and  foreign  surroundings,  I en- 
countered many  things  that  con- 
fused me.  For  instance,  the  game 
of  cricket  proved  particularly 
enigmatic.  Despite  the  insistence 
of  those  around  me  that  it  was 
similar  to  that  great  American 
pastime,  baseball,  which  we  all 
enjoy  and  in  which  we  all  take 
great  pride,  I saw  little  resem- 
blance save  the  (severely  altered) 
bat  and  ball.  I was  struck  in  the 
same  way  by  Winchester  College 
as  a whole.  It  was  new  and 
strange  to  me.  It  resembled  on  a 
basic  level  that  system  which  I 
had  experienced  in  America,  but 
in  the  end,  like  the  game  of 
cricket,  it  was  quite  different. 

On  the  surface,  Winchester 
College  is  much  like  MBA.  Both 
strive  to  develop  a student’s  mind 
and  character.  Both  schools  have 
mottoes,  which  attempt,  in  a few 
words,  to  sum  up  the  ideals  of  the 
two  institutions.  Montgomery  Bell 
Academy  takes  pride  in  its  motto: 
“Gentleman,  Scholar,  Athlete,” 
while  the  Wykehamists  (those 
who  attend  Winchester  College) 
live  by  the  words,  “Manners 
Maykth  Man.”  Both  institutions 


have  similar  goals,  but  there  are 
significant  differences  in  how 
those  goals  are  to  be  achieved. 

At  both  establishments,  the 
faculty  is  excellent.  The  teachers 
are  well  educated  and  are  often 
prominent  in  their  individual 
fields.  They  demand  a level  of 
respect  that  is  given  by  the  stu- 
dents instinctively. 

The  differences  begin  with 
the  physical  environments.  At 
Montgomery  Bell  Academy  the 
buildings  are  modem  and  new, 
with  several  computers  in  every 
room.  At  Winchester  College,  the 
classroom  furnishings  are  old, 
redolent  of  traditions  and  past 
generations.  Simply  by  sitting  at 
any  given  desk  around  the  cam- 
pus, a student  may  be  inspired. 

Another  area  of  difference  is 
the  stmeture  of  the  class  sched- 
ules. At  MBA  we  are  entrenched 
in  curriculum  of  five  or  six 
courses  a day  Monday  through 
Friday.  They  always  come  in  the 
same  order  and  at  the  same  times. 
At  Winchester  College,  the  first 
three  years  are  equivalent  to  our 
eighth  through  tenth  grade.  They 
also  study  about  five  different 
courses;  however,  much  like 
college  systems  here,  their  classes 
meet  at  different  times  during  the 
week.  A student  there  may  have 
two  English 
classes  during  the 
day  and  no  math 
classes.  In  the  top 
two  years,  our 
junior  and  senior 
years,  the  students 
narrow  their  study 
to  three  courses. 

A student  may 
focus  on  science, 
language,  the  arts, 
or  whatever  he 
most  enjoys. 

The  advan- 
tage of  the  Winchester  College 
system  is  obvious:  through  this 
type  of  study,  a student  can  more 
completely  explore  his  field  of 
interest.  Our  system,  though,  also 
has  an  advantage.  As  I am  finding 
it  nearly  impossible  to  decide 


what  I want  to  study  in  college,  I 
would  find  it  terribly  difficult  to 
restrict  my  breadth  of  study 
during  my  high  school  career. 

The  other  main  academic 
difference 
has  to  do 
solely  with 
location.  At 
Winchester 
College,  if 
an  English 
class  is 
studying 
Shakespeare 
they  may 
very  easily 
travel  to  the 
site  of  the 
Globe 
Theatre  in 
London  and 
experience  a 
Shakespearean 
play  as  it 
was  meant  to 

be  experienced.  At  MBA,  we 
must  watch  a video  or  visit  one  of 
the  theaters  in  town. 

At  Winchester  College,  an 
ancient  history  course  is  studying 
Stone  Age  Britain.  That  class, 
without  much  trouble,  may  travel 
to  Stonehenge  and  be  inspired  by 
its  mystery.  At  MBA,  that  same 
class  would  have  to  make  do  with 
photographs.  I 
thought  America  and 
Nashville  itself  have 
many  wonderful 
attractions  from 
Mount  Rushmore  to 
the  County  Music 
Hall  of  Fame,  but 
England  is  much, 
much  older  and 
hence  has  many 
more  that  are  rich  in 
history. 

Sports  and 
athletic  participation 
is  another  area  of  comparison 
between  the  two  schools.  At 
MBA,  sports  are  very  important. 
Athletic  participation  is  required 
by  all  students,  though  most 
students  would  choose  to  partici- 
pate even  if  there  were  no  re- 


quirements. To  be  a part  of  a team 
at  MBA  is  to  be  a part  of  some- 
thing great,  to  have  a sense  of 
pride  and  responsibility.  At  Win- 
chester College,  there  is  much  less 
emphasis  on 
sports  which  for 
students  there  is 
little  more  than 
daily  exercise 
and  a way  of 
staying  in  shape. 
A student  who 
would  be  at  an 
athletic  practice 
at  MBA  until  at 
least  six  every 
night  would,  at 
Winchester 
College,  use  that 
time  to  pursue 
another  interest. 
Though  they  do 
have  such  sports 
as  rowing  and  a 
fairly  competi- 
tive track  team,  I would  compare 
these  organizations  to  our  intramu- 
ral activities  (no  offense  to  Coach 
Bills). 

A third  area  of  comparison 
between  the  two  schools  is  their 
respective  sources  of  entertain- 
ment and  social  experience. 

MBA’s  being  a day  school,  the 
social  lives  of  the  students  take 
place  outside  the  school.  The 
students  may  choose  to  get  to- 
gether at  a particular  hangout  spot 
or  perhaps  see  a movie  at  a local 
movie  theater,  but  whatever  they 
choose,  the  school  has  no  direct 
jurisdiction  over  them.  Another 
factor  that  plays  a role  in  the 
social  life  of  young  Americans  is 
the  drinking  age.  Alcohol  is 
extremely  frowned  upon  and,  as 
far  as  the  school  is  concerned, 
strictly  forbidden.  At  Winchester 
College  many  of  the  social  events 
take  place  within  the  institution 
itself,  given  that  the  students  live 
on  campus.  Though  students  can 
see  movies,  usually  social  events 
take  the  form  of  lectures  or  semi- 
nars on  various  subjects.  This  set-

The  MBA  Cross  Country 
Team  has  had  an 
outstanding  1998 
season.  With 
David  Dean  and 
William  Lee 
pushing  the  limit 
we  began  the  year 
with  a sweet 
victory  at  the 
Drake  Invitational. 

As  temperature’s 
pushed  92,  we 
came  out  strong  at 
the  Tennessee 
Classic  which  was 
the  largest  meet  in 
Tennessee  history 
and  included 
teams  from  all 
surrounding  states.

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Nashville  Predators  Hit  the  Ice  for  Inaugural  Season

Nashville’s  new  National 
Hockey  League  team,  the  Nash- 
ville Predators,  began  its  season 
on  Saturday,  October  10,  but  the 
formation  of  the  team  began 


almost  two  years  earlier.  Busi- 
nessman Craig  Leopold,  now 
owner  and  chairman  of  the  team, 
joined  with  Gaylord  Entertain- 
ment in  a bid  for  an  NHL  expan- 
sion team.  Nashville  became  the 
27th  team  in  the  NHL  on  June  25, 

1 997,  but  there  were  conditions 
that  had  to  be  met  for  this  team  to 
materialize.  The  Predators  had  to 
sell  at  least  12,000  season  tickets 
to  keep  the  franchise  alive,  a goal 
reached  Just  days  before  the 
March  31st  deadline.  The  season 
tickets  being  sold,  the  Predators 
officially  became  Nashville’s 
team. 

Nashville  selected  several 
top  players  in  the  expansion  draft. 
In  this  draft,  expansion  teams  can 
choose  players  from  current  NHL 
teams  with  the  exception  of  a 
certain  number  of  key  players  that 
the  current  teams  withhold. 
Although  the  Predators  selected 
many  top  NHL  players,  all  but  a 
few  were  lost  as  unrestricted  free 
agents  in  return  for  higher  draft 
picks  in  next  year’s  draft.  How- 
ever, Nashville’s  first  expansion 
pick,  former  New  Jersey  backup 
goaitendcr  and  minor  league  star 
Mike  Dunham,  and  former  Florida 
captain  and  current  Nashville 
captain  Tom  Fitzgerald  are  two 
key  players  with  NHL  experience 
and  plenty  of  talent  who  will  help 


the  team  be  successful  in  their 
inaugural  season.  In  the  entry 
draft,  the  Predators  selected  the 
top  American  prospect,  David 
Legwand,  with  their  first  pick,  the 
second  overall  pick.  Legwand  was 
not

minor  league  team. 

For  the  inaugural  game  the 
entrance  to  the  arena  was  deco- 
rated as  an  ice  cave  with  artificial 
snow  and  icy  mist  and  each  fan 
there  was  given  a commemorative 
puck  and  a pop-up  game  ticket. 
After  the  opening  fanfare,  includ- 
ing appearances  by  local  country 
music  celebrities,  the  Predators 
faced  the  Florida  Panthers,  a team 
they  had  beaten  in  the  pre-season, 
in  front  of  a sold-out  crowd  of 
1 7,298  screaming  hockey  fans. 

The  Predators  lost  1 -0  after 
several  missed  opportunities  to 
score  early  in  the  game.  The 
Florida  goal  came  early  in  the 
third  period,  and  the  Predators 
were  unable  to  mount  a serious 
offensive  threat,  even  on  power 
plays.  Goalie  Mike  Dunham  made 
a strong  showing  with  25  saves. 

For  the  Predators  second 
home  game  on  October  1 3,  they 
faced  the  Carolina  Hurricanes. 
Andrew  Brunette  scored  the 
Predators’  first  ever  goal  just  over 
five  minutes  into  the  game,  but 
the  celebration  was  delayed  by  the 
referee’s  consultation  with  replay 
officials  who  determined  that  a 
Carolina  player  had  intentionally 
dislodged  the  net,  but  that  the 
puck  would  have  gone  in  had  play 
continued.  The  Predators’  Denny 
Lambert  scored  just  six  and  a half 


minutes  later,  extending 
Nashville’s  lead.  Also  in  the  first 
period,  Carolina  player  Dave 
Karpa  smashed  the  Plexiglas  of 
the  door  to  the  penalty  box  which 
led  to  a 25-minute  delay.  Proving 
the  break  in  the  game  didn’t  slow 
them  down  one  bit,  the  Predators’ 
J.J.  Daigneault  scored  just  five 
seconds  after  play  was  resumed, 
prompting  Carolina  to  pull  Goalie 
Trevor  Kidd  who  had  made  just 
three  saves  to  counter  Nashville’s 
three  goals.  Carolina  scored 
twice  in  the  next  five  minutes  and 
then  both  teams  put 
on  a strong  defen- 
sive showing,  with 
no  goals  scored  in 
the  remaining  two 
periods.  Dunham, 
one  of  the  stars  of 
the  game,  made  34 
saves.  The  fans  and 
players  were  glad 
to  relieve  the 
pressure  by  accom- 
plishing their  first 
win,  3-2. 

Although 
Nashville  is  not  a 
traditional  NHL 
market,  the  fans 
have  shown  great 
support  for  their  team.  Even 
those  who  know  very  little  about 
hockey  have  fun  and  can  obtain  a 
special  receiver  for  an  in-house 
radio  broadcast.  Hockey  101, 
explaining  the  rules  throughout 


the  game.

“I’m  excited  about  the 
Predators’  first  season!” 

“We  have  a hockey 
team?”  “Good  wholesome 
fun  for  the  whole  family.” 

“Hockey  combines  the 
greatest  aspects  of  most  sports  so 
it’s  great  to  watch.” 

“I’ve  got  season  tickets 
and  I’m  really  excited  about 
seeing  NHL  games,  a definite  step 
up  from  the  Nashville  Knights.”
